The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
PRIOR ART (figure 12A). 

As per claim 18, the figure 12A teaches the claimed "image processing device for 
displaying on a screen an image of a first object moving within a virtual space seen from 
a virtual viewpoint of a second object operated by a player", comprising: storage means 
for storing in advance motion patterns of said first object (Disclosure, page 7, lines 6- 
10); and image generating means for reading transition patterns from said storage 
means and generating images of the speed vector of said first object (Disclosure, page 
7, lines 10-14). It is noted that the Prior Art does not teach the synthetic vector which is 
the sum of the speed vector of said first object and the vector calculated by multiplying 
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the coefficient corresponding to said distance to the inverse vector of the speed vector 
of said second object as claimed. However, give the disclosed result vector of two 
motions, which are fist object motion and the relative viewpoint motion, perceived by a 
viewer, it would have been obvious to multiply the relative viewpoint motion vector with 
a coefficient corresponding to the said distance because the moving speed perceived 
by a viewer always correspondence to the distance from the viewpoint to the object. 
The reason for use a coefficient corresponding to the distance in the calculation of the 
result vector is to provide a realistic motion from a viewpoint having the distance from 
the moving object. 

Claim 19 adds into claim 18 "said coefficient is a coefficient having an inverse 
proportion to said distance" which the Prior art does not teach. However, it would have 
been obvious to use a coefficient having an inverse proportion to said distance because 
it provide the realistic of motion in which the object motion is perceived as proportion to 
inverse distance; i.e., the closer the moving object to the viewpoint the faster it is 
perceived through the viewer. 

Claim 20 adds into claim 19 "wherein said first object is a bullet which the Prior 
Art teaches in page 7, lines 6-10.
